Bar-Lev: More 
inflation but 
no recession 


Inflation will continue, but there 
will be po recession, Commerce and 
Industry Minister Haim Bar-Lev 
said yesterday.

Imports 
would go up 30 to 35 per cent in 
current prices and 10 per cent in 
real value, ‘he said.

Zadok: Time 
has come for 
constitution 


Justice Minister Haim Zadok sald 
yesterday that the time has come 
“to take reasonable steps towards 
legislating and completing a con- 
stitution for the State of Israel” 


Speaking at a symposium at the 
Knesset yesterday, the Justice Min- 
ister said the “constitution by evolu- 
tion” that has been built up since 
the establishment of the State — 
a series of laws and Supreme Court 
rulings of a constitutional nature — 
have yet to be codified in a single 
document. Nevertheless, there is a 
growing public awareness that the 
time has come to advance towards 
legislating a constitution, he said. 

“This is not an easy task," the 
Justice Minister warned, “but it is 
a task that must be undertaken.

. Sadat made his remarks in a re- 
Corded speech broadcast over Cairo 
radio networks after the new ca- 
binet had been sworn in. 

In a brief reference to interna- 
tional affairs, Sadat said that the 
new government's policy would be 
“based on non-alignment.” Egypt 
had no intention of striving for the 
friendship of one big power at the 
expense of the other. 

Recalling that he assumed the 
premiership in March 1973 to pre- 
Pare Egypt for war against Israel, 


Sadat said that he was retaining 
the post in the new cabinet “he- 
cause our battle is continuing until 
the evacuation of the last enemy 
soldier from Arab territory and un- 
tit the rights of the Palestinian 
people are regained.” 

Sadat said that the government's 
reconstruction policy would be along 
the lines of the military plan which 
led to Egypt's “victory” in the 
crossing of the Suez Canal.

LONDON. — Reports from the Soviet Union 
have indicated that a growing number of ap- 
plicants for emigration to Israel have been 
imprisoned in a special clinic for drug addicts 
in the town of Novgorod Sivirsky in the 
Ukraine. 

‘The most detailed case is that of Maximillian 
Kessler of Odessa. On December 20, Kessler's 
wife, Ella Baru, went to the emigration office 
to ask whether there had been an answer 
to their request to leave for Israel. She was 
told that they had indeed been granted per- 
Mission to leave, but should return with her 
husband’ to sign the relevant documents. An 
hour later, busband and wife returned to be 
greeted by Officer Abramov of the Central 
Police Department. 

Kessler was immediately detained as a 


“drug addict" and sent to the Novgorod Si- 
virsky labour camp to begin a one-year 
sentence, 

Last September Kessler had a serious sto- 
mach operation. Following standard procedure, 
his wife, a qualified nurse, administered in- 
jections of morphine to kill the pain for a 
number of days afterwards, This ls a re- 
cognised practice in international medicine. 

Another inmate of this special clinic is one 
Fleisher, who applied to emigrate to Israel 
on July 5 of last year. Three weeks later 
he was picked up on a charge of pushing 
narcotics, The head of the Kiev emigration 
office told his wife that he had no objection 
to her departure, except that she should di- 
vorce her husband before going.

BORROWING DEAR, Faults in 
LENDING CHEAP 


By DAVID KRIVINE 


AN important part of the State 
Comptroller’s report this year 
is devoted to analysing the gigantic 
system of subsidised credit that is 
being underwritten by the Govern- 
ment. Ever since 1968, the Treasury 
and the banks have been borrowing 
dear, and lending cheap. 
The purpose is, on the one hand. 


and on the other hand to promote 
economic growth, by permitting the 
issue of non-linked development and 
housing loans. 

Six years ago the Knesset Finance 
Committee decided that reciplents 
of such non-linked credits would 
be charged an extra 3-4 per cent 
85 8 premium payable to the State, 
which could then be seen as “insur- 
ing” the linkage. But the insurance 
system does not work, for two 
Teasons. First, the price index has 
risen by More than 3-4 per cezt a 
year; and second, in most cases 
the Treasury receives less than the 
full premium, or even no premium 
at all. 

The Bank of Israel has recently 
blamed the subsidised-credit system 
for casing inflation. The State 
Corsptroler addresses himself to an- 
other problem — the massive growth 
of the Government's internal debt, 
due to an overgenerous and insuf- 
ficiently discriminating method of 
@igtributing “‘soft" loans. 

The Treasury has an exact record 
Of loans issued by the Government 
Under the Budget. By March 31 of 
last year, the State debt included 
Hnked credits to the sum of 

. The cost of the linkage 
Provision up to that date had al- 
ready topped IL4,000m. 

Then there are the bond issues 
made by banks and other financial 
institutions, which have nothing to 
do with the Budget but are under- 
written by the Government all the 
Same, because they finance “direct- 
ed” credit (for young couples’ hous- 
ing and other approved purposes). 


No record 
The State Comptroller points out 

that the “has no systematic 
record of these extra-budgetary 
commitments. “Only when a claim 
for linkage insurance comes in from 
a bank or other agency does the 
Accountant-General get a detailed 
statement, which he can then check 
with the original Treasury author- 
isation." 
‘ The report estimates that the 
linkage obligation already due on 
non-Government loans of this kind 
comes to around’ 1L5,000m. In other 
words the authorities ‘are: responsible 
for paying linkage costs (on Govern- 

non-Govermments. 


loans) 


In 1972 alone, the issue of linked 
bonds (excluding compulsory loans) 
amounted to IL3,650m. One-quarter 
were Government bonds. More than 
S35 per cent of the rest were floated 
by three groups — Bank Leumi, 
Hevrat Ovdim (the Histadrut), and 
Discount Bank. Of the money raised 
1L2,433m. went tq fimance the State 
Budget, and IL626m. was directed 
credit. Only IL593m., or a little over 
15 per cent, remained for the free 
use of the issuing institutions. Ac- 
cordingly 85 per cent of the bonds 
enjoy linkage from the Government. 

What about the insurance pre- 
miums? They exist, but (by now) 
in a minority of transactions. De- 
velopment loans to enterprises that 
@re not strictly industrial (bakeries, 
flour mills, cold storage plants) fetch 
32 per cent interest, so the pre- 
sium comes in these cases to 3.59 
per cent, according to the report. 

If the borrower is an industrial 
company proper, then the interest 
is only 9 per cent. But the cost of 
this loan to the Government includes 
2 6.5 per cent return on the bonds, 
0.66 per cent for the outlay on sell- 
ing the security, and 1.75 per cent 
as bank charges, making a total 
of 8.91 per cent. This leaves no 
more than 0.09 per cent for the 
insurance premium. 

For industrial plants situated in 
development areas, the fee charged 
varies between 6.5 and 8 per cent, 
or less than the interest (let alone 
the linkage) that the Government 
has to finance. 

Premium 

A company thet bought one of 
the bankrupt Au.ocars plants was 
given a ILl0r. loan for 12 years 
at 9 per cent unlinked. The cost 
of the loan to the bank was 8.73 
per cent, all of it (except for less 
than one per cent) index-linked, So 
the Government was getting a pre- 
mium for linkage insurance of 0.27 
per cent. 

Mortgage loans go mostly to so- 
cial housing. In March 1972, the 
Government decided to authorise 
loans even for those who do not 
qualify under the various “social” 
categories, provided the apartment 
is not more than 100 sq. metres in 
size, and does not exceed a certain 
price. The ceiling price has been 
increased since 1972, and so has 
the interest charged. The maximum 
price since August of last year is 
160,000 {1L180,000 in Jerusalem), 
and the maximum loan is 1L40,000 
(150,000 in Jerusalem). Interest 
is 16 per cent, including 7.25 per 
eent for 1i insurance. (A 
cheaper flat rates a smaller Joan at 
lewer Interest). 

Tt should be recalled, for purpose 
of comparison (though the State 
Comptroller does not mention it) 
that the co... index rose in 1978 
by 25 per cent, and is expected to 
go up as much again this year. 

Social housing, for immigrants, 
young couples, large families etc. 
offers easier terms. Budget funds

But only 2 per 
cent is charged in the first five 
years, and 4 per cent in the next 
five years. Where loans constitute 
a package-deal of Budget funds 
and the more expensive bank 4- 
nanee together, the terms are 4.75 
per cent for the first four years, 
rising to 9 per cent ip the seventh 
year, the redemption period being 


covers linkage costs in these cases 
without any premium, and even de- 


frays part of the interest costs in 
the first years.” 

The formula is that the Budget 
supplies two-thirds of the loan, the 
bank one-third But even that is 
not always carried out. In one case 
the State was supposed to provide 
Ti25m. and the bank IL12.5m. At 
the bank's request, its share was 
reduced to IL6m. In the end it 
forked out only IL2.5m., though the 
Treasury’s share remained the full 


The State Comptroller calculates 
that during the years 1968 to 1973, 
housing loans on subsidised terms 
were issued to the sum of 1L1,972m. 
Including interest the sum to be de- 
frayed averages IL266m. a year. 
The insurance premiums to be re- 
ceived total IL30.3m. a year (which 
would cover, it should be pointed 
out, a one-time price rise of 11.4 
per cent and no more). 

The State Comptroller examined 
housing loans for which the banks 
had already submitted statements 
to the Treasury (concerning linkage 
costs accumulated up to December 
1973). The loans, including interest 
due till the time of redemption, total! 
1L1,000m. The linkage costs to be 
paid by the Government over the 
period of the loans, assuming the 
¢.0.L index does not rise any fur- 
ther, amount to IL550m. 

The report criticises the author- 
ities for allowing excessive bank 

, The banks receive up to 
9 per cent linked, for money derived 
from bonds costing 6.5 per cent. 
This 9 per cent is levied even on 
loans which are guaranteed by the 
State, where the risk element is nil 
The State Comptroller suggests to 
Finance Minister Sapir that guaran- 
tees be confined to loans from the 
State-owned Industrial Development 
Bank, which should charge less 
than 9 per cent, under the circum- 
stances. 

Two banks using foreign capital 
were allowed a margin of 3 per 
eent. They also took a disagio of 
six per cent, which is equivalent to 
another 3 per cent interest, making 
6 per cent in all — this being addi- 
tional to the cost of the capital 


itself. 
Time gap 


Quite apart from bank charges, 
there happens also to be a useful 
time gap in these deals. The house- 
holder pays his monthly dues to 
the bank before the bank is required 
to shell out to its bondholders. In 
some cases the Treasury authorised 
shortening the mortgage loan pe- 
riod from 20 years to 17 and even 
15 years, while permitting a longer 
redemption period for bond issues, 
from 17 to 20 years. As a result a 
bank may get its money back from 
the householder in larger quantities 
than it currently needs — which 
leaves it with cash in hand for sub- 
stantial periods. 


It must be said that the linkage 
provision has fostered a boom in 
the bond market, which helps the 
Government to finance its expendi- 
tures. The Budget for 1972/73 
scheduled a revenue of 1L16,385m., 
including a loan from the Bank of 
Israel (that is, a deficit) of 0L650m. 
In the event, receipts came to 
1L18,010m., and the 0L650m. “over- 
draft” was not called upon. 

Chief boost was in internal loans. 
Originally predicted to yield IL130m., 
the estimate was more than doubled 
to 111.558m. (in a Supplementary 
Budget voted later in the year). 
Actual subscriptions came to 
IL2,177m. 

The Government's liabilities rose 
to IL8,986m. in 1972/73, of which 
IL2,42im. was linkage dues. The 
rest was increased debt, local and 
foreign. Assets grew in the same 
period by IL1,175m. 

The disparity between assets and 
liabilities is due to the following 
causes. First, the Development Bud- 
get is employed in part to create 
resources that do not have a mone- 
tary price-tag — roads, harbours, 
etc, Second, some of the budgetary 
outlay takes the form of grants. 
Third, loan Money, which increases 
the national debt, is now used to 
finance not only the Development 
Budget, but also the Ordinary Bud- 
get (which does mot create assets). 
The sums in question came to 
11.1,000m. in 1971/72. 11,400m. in 
1972/73. Finally, the compulsory 
joans, which also have to be repaid, 
are devoted entirely to financing 
the Ordinary Eudget. 

Price support 

The report criticises insufficient 
clarity when budgeting, where this 
shortcoming exists. The Budget al- 
locates Du2.6m. for price support 
to petroleum products, a sum which 
was raised to IL10.1m. in the Sup- 
plementary Budget. Yet actual ex- 
penditure turned out to be merely 
2.3m. 

An investigation showed that the 
real sum spent was 1129.6m., or 
three times the provision authorised 
in the Supplementary Budget. The 
bulk of this outlay appears sepa- 
rately, in the accounts of the Fuel 
Equalisation Fund. The State Comp- 
troller has recommended before that 
the whole operation of the Fund 
should figure in the Budget. 

A case was found where the 
Same recipient got two allocations 
under different headings. Immigrant 
aasocilations were granted DL27T5,000 
under “Various Expenditures,” when 
they had already been granted 
114,000,000 under “immigrant Ab- 
sorption Ministry." Both sums 
should appear under the Absorption 
Ministry, the report says. 

The Israel Corporation (IG) pur- 
chased 26 per cent of shares in 
iis iets, Refineries, for $12m.

sale were not consistent. In Jan- 
uary 1969, ft company chairman 
i was worth around 
TL240m, In August of the same 


_year, a team of professionals sent 


by the Treasury gave a range of 
IL210m.-250m., depending on alter- 
native ae ae thats Net asset value, 
according to the balance-sheet on 
December 31, 1969, was 1L156.8m. 

Two foreign financial companies, 
both eminent in their fleld, assessed 
the enterprise in June 1970 at 
TL85m. Both the assessing com- 
pauies are Board members of the 
Israel Corporation. Two months be- 


fore, the Treasury had offered to 
base the tramsaction om a figure of 
TL.120m. This was accepted. 

Stiff terms were exacted by the 
IC. Their equity is linked to the 
dollar (that is, if the Israel pound 
is devalued, they will get bonus 
shares in compensation). Their di- 
vidend must be at least 9 per cent, 
though the Government is to get 
only 6.75 per cent on its holding. 
If profits are greater still, the sur- 
plus has to be distributed, half in 
cash — which limits the possibility 
of building up reserves for invest- 
ment, the State Comptroller points 
out. (However, according to the 
Treasury, no dividends above 9 per 
cent have been decided to date.) 

Should Government policy keep 
profits below the level needed to 
provide a 9 per cent dividend, IC 
has the right during the first ten 
years to sell its shares back for 
the original purchase price in dol- 
lars, plus § per cent, minus any 
dividend paid. (This is presumably 
intended to prevent the Govern- 
ment from clapping, for pofitical 
reasons, ἃ non-economic price on 
Tefinery products.) 

In addition the IC demanded a 
100-year concession for operating 
the refineries, to be embodied in a 
Knesset uw. Failing that, it wants 
its money back, plus 9 per cent 
Interest (not just 8 per cent, as 
above), minus dividends paid. This 
law is not yet passed, The IC has 
given the Government till May 26, 
1976, to pass it. 

Refinery loan 

The IC has ivaned $16m. to the 
company, for coustructing the Ash- 
dod refinery. The advance js for 
12 years, dollar-linked, and the in- 
terest is to be one per cent above 
the Euro-dollar rate. 

The State Comptroller points ouf 
that the IC has bought an asset for 
a price which was not based on 
any exhaustive valuation. It posses- 
ses a risk-free investment, and a 
return that is guaranteed for at 
least ten years. These would be 
generous terms on any account. But 
the IC is already endowed with 
fiscal privileges (including remission 
of income tax for 30 years) under 
a special law to encourage this type 
of investment. Tt appears that the 
‘company is benefitting twice over. 

The Govermment's shares in Rogo- 
zin Textiles, in Ashdod, were sold 
to a foreign company for I28.1m. 
Again, the authorities appear un- 
duly lenient. The buyers were re- 
quired to pay [L6m,. in cash and 
the rest in annual instalments, with 
interest. But allowing for capitali- 
sation at the rate of 15 per cent 
a year (the rate used in valuing 
the company), the true price. paid 


-can be estimated as only IL242m. 


The price did not include 700 
dunams of land adjacent to the 
factory. The neighbouring Ashdod 
refinery bought 400 dunams of it 
— and the remaining 300 dunams 
was left with Rogozin Textiles af- 
ter all, free of charge. (It was 
worth close to IL8m, the report 
believes.) Also the company had 
considerable cash reserves, so the 
purchasers did not have to pay out 
much of their own capital. (This is 
denied by the Treasury, which points 
out that the money in the reserves 
was already pledged to investment 
in new machinery.) 


Changed borses 


The report draws attention to the 
fact that both in the sale of the 
refineries and the textile plant, the 
companies’ chairmen changed hor- 
ses in midstream. Mr. Michael 
Tsour, Chairman of Haifa Refine- 
ries on behalf of the Government, 
took part in the negotiations with 
the IC, only to switch jobs and 
emerge a5 Managing Director of 
the IC — before the sale was com- 
pleted. Similarly Mr. Yisrael Gal- 
Kidd, Chairman of Rogozin Textiles 
on behalf of the Government, joined 
the purchasing group, and stayed 
company chairman on their behalf. 
Although both men dropped out 
of the aegotiations as soon as they 
ehanged their status, the State 
Comptroller finds there is a blemish 
in procedure. 

A number of hotels and other 
establishments went bankrupt and 
fell into the hands of their chief

The State Comptroller's report on the Is- 
rael Defence Forces notes several serious 
shortcomings but ts in general favourable. 
Tt dees not touch on the alleged shortcom- 
ings on the eve of the October war. 


The Comptrolier examined the release pro- 
cess for reservists in the months directly 
after 'the war, and the compensation paid fa- 
Tailies where the husband was doing reserve 
duty. He inspected a vehicle maintenance 
camp in the Central Command and a zaval 
base. He delved into the operations of the 
building unit in the armed forces. 


Considerable shortcomings were found in 
the system of release of reservists. In mrany 
cases the army did not carry out the re- 
commendations of the special committee set 
up to examine applications for release from 
active service of men needed for their ci- 
vilian jobs. It was found on January 1, 1974 
that 1,041 men recommended tor release by 
December 15, 1978 were still In uniform. 
Until the end of November 1,750 orders for 
release had not been complied with by the 
various units. It was found that in many 
cases the order to release a man from active 
service was given without consulting the 
man's commander, and it is for this reason, 
the Comptroller feels, that many of the 
orders were not carried out. The Comptrol- 
ler also notes the administrative difficulties 
involved. There were 60,000 requests by 
employers for the release of personnel, of 
which a total of 12,000 were granted. 


With regard to the maintenance of ve- 
hicles, the Comptroller found that in the 
base scrutinized only 61 per cent of the 
vehicles in emergency stores which should 
have been reguiarly serviced were indeed 
serviced. The reason for this given by the 
man in charge of the unit was that as far 
as he was concerned he was only responsible 
for the vehicles directly under his control, 

- while vehicles stored at other bases in the 
command should ave been checked by the 


nanan 


local commanders. The Comptrotler rejected 
this explanation, noting that it was in di- 
rect contradictiow to standing orders. 

It was also found that only 44 per cent 
of vehicles which were taken out of stores 
for use in manoeuvres were checked when 
returned, and that at ithe specific base in- 
vestigated the regular maintenance of tanks 
was 15 to 20 per cent behind schedule. 

The Comptroller finds no excuse for the 
delay, noting that the man in charge had 
adequate manpower at his disposal to en- 
sure that ali work was carried out, and 
concluded that the work crew could have 
managed more than the prescribed number 
of vehicles had they been organized ef- 
ficiently. 

‘When it came to the installation of new 
engines into vehicles the Comptroller — as 
the result of a spot check — found that 
eight engines being replaced in half-tracks 
and tanks were faulty at the time of ins- 
tallation. 

The Comptroller deals at length with the 
call-up of civilian vehicles for emergency 
service, and notes that taking into consi- 
deration the scope and urgency of the 
operation on the eve of the October war, it 
was handled admirably. He complained, 
however, that in several cases the men in 
charge of receiving the vehicles — and 
assessing their value — were reservists who 
in civilian life worked for the contractor 
whose vehicles were being  cailed-up. 
Though the Comptroller did not find any 
eases where vehicles were actually over-

This was another 
contributing factor to shortcomings in com- 
mittee operations,” the Comptroller writes. 

According to the report, 50 cent of 
the stations opened with ome delay. 
In 25 per cent of the cases, stations opened 
half-an-hour late, in 20 per cent the delay 
lasted between 30 minutes to a full hour 
and in five per cent of the stations, the 
delay was longer than an hour. The chief 
cause for the delays, according to the 
Comptroller, was the fallure of committee 
Members, inching chairmen, to show up 
on time. In some stationa some committee 
members only showed up several hours 
after the stations were opened. 


Committee members under the existing 
system are volunteers chosen by the various 
parties.

Inefficiency 

Another point of administrative 
inefficiency refers to the checking 
of various pensions (industrial ac- 
cidents, invalids, dependants) based 
on an insured person’s wage-income. 
This is the more necessary since in 
many cases a substantial part of 
that wage consists of payments not 
included in the eventual Ha- 
bility and for which no premium is 
paid to the National Insurance In- 
stitute. As a matter of fact, the 
claims submitted by the insured, 
and the returns provided by the 
employers, were in a good many 
cases found incorrect, and mostly 
excessive.
